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A.L.A. Mid-Winter Report

The Mid-winter meeting of the 
American Library Association was 
held at the Edgewater Beach Hotel 
in Chicago, February 2-7. California 
School Librarians were represented by 
Marjorie Schramling, State President 
of SLAC, and State Assembly Member 
of the American Association of School 
Librarians and Elizabeth O. Williams, 
ALA Councilor for SLAC and Co- 
chairman of the AASL Planning Com- 
mittee for the Los Angeles ALA Con- 
ference. 


Joint conferences of officers and 
planning committee members of the 
Division of Libraries for Children 
and Young People and the American 
Association of School Librarians were 
held. Schedules of meetings and pro- 
grams of both divisions were coordi- 
nated to avoid conflict and to encour- 
age participation in the meetings of 
each group. 


The usual crowded schedule of 
committee meetings and conferences 
marked this business meeting of the 
ALA and its Divisions. The meetings 
of the AASL were concerned chiefly 
with progress reports of committees. 
This indicated that the recent prob- 
lems involving reorganization of the 
Division had been resolved and that 
committee activities were going for- 
ward. State Assembly reports from 25 
states were of particular interest in 
showing the rapid development of 
school libraries throughout the South. 
Interesting developments, especially at 
the elementary level, were reported 
from New England. “Every School 
Needs a Library” is the title of a basic 
source pamphlet prepared by the New 


England School development Council 
in cooperation with the New England 
School Library Association. Curricu- 
lum changes, recruitment, and training 
of School Librarians, building plans 
and standards, and organization of 
student assistants were common prob- 
lems of State reports. 


One day of the conference was de- 
voted to an Institute on committee 
work, with the topic, “Committee 
Work as a Device for Advancing Ac- 
tion Programs.” Panels of experts dis- 
cussed the varied problems of com- 
mittee organization and democratic 
functioning on the national level. The 
Institute pointed up the fact that suc- 
cessful committee work requires care- 
ful orientation of the chairman and 
committee members in regard to pur- 
poses and procedures with a systematic 
plan for transmission of the previous 
vear’s records. The setting up of rea- 
sonable goals within the realm of 
accomplishment was considered of pri- 
mary importance. The highly struc- 
tured organization of the Technical 
Processes Committee was used as an 
example of efficient organization on 
the State, Regional and Central areas, 
as it prepared an excellent statement 
on simplified and realistic subject head- 


ings. 


Lhe professional relations commit- 
tee suggested the need for closer rela- 
tionship between school librarians and 
classroom teachers and urged attend- 
ance of librarians at educational meet- 
ings. Nora Beust of the U.S. Office of 
Education reported on plans and pro- 
grams of the handbook for School 
Library Supervisors which is the out- 





















come of last summer’s workshop. She 
also announced the new report on 
school libraries, their personnel, salar- 
ies, budget, etc. 

The extensive school building pro- 
gram, throughout the country, indi- 
cates the need for the work of the 
Planning Committee for School Li- 
brary Quarters and the revision for 
school libraries. The report of the 
Elementary School Libraries Commit- 
tee disclosed tremendous growth in 
the development of elementary school 
libraries throughout the nation. 

Since 1950 five states have added 
school library supervisors or consult- 
ants in their Departments of Public 
Instruction: Arizona, Arkansas, Illi- 
nois, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, bring- 
ing the total number of states with 
supervisors to 29. How to obtain the 
services of a State School Library Su- 
pervisor was considered in the Con- 
ference of Library Supervisors. 

The report on the AASL bulletin, 
School Libraries, was received with 
pride in the excellent new format. 

The membership dinner was the 
only large social event and a delightful 
friendly occasion. Martha Bennett 
King charmed everyone with her reg- 


ional folk songs. Sally Brooks McGuire 
read a humorous script in blank verse 
entitled, “Mirror for School Librar- 
ians,” while her Traveling Troupe of 
Texans portrayed in pantomine, var 
ous types of libraries. Lyle M. Spencer, 
President of Science Research Associ- 
ates, gave the address of the evening. 
He said publishers and school librarians 
are two groups most responsible for 
promoting, disseminating, and present- 
ing knowledge to the future citizens 
of America. He explained the need for 
improved reading. Testing programs, 
improvement of motivation and ex- 
perimental research will help to allay 
the fears and alarms at the prospect 
of obsolescence of reading, threatened 
by technical advances of the day. 

The membership committee re- 
ported their goal was set for 5,000 
members in 1953. As of December, the 
membership was 2,835. California has 
only 123 ALA members. Join your 
national organization this year and 
participate in the Los Angeles confer- 
ence in June. 

June 21 to June 27 are the dates to 
put on your calendar. This will be an 
opportunity and many will be needed 
to serve as hostesses and guides.
